If General Eisenhower is nom- 
{nated by the Republicans he will 
without much doubt sweep the 
nation. He would most assured- 
ly carry more Southern states 
than Herbert Hoover did in 1928, 
(Florida, Kentucky, Texas, North 
Carolina, Tennessee), and exceed 
the Dixiecrat total of 1948, (Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
South Carolina). There is very 
sound reason to believe the Eis- 
enhower*magic would bring at 
least seven of the states south of 
the Mason-Dixon line into his 
fold. I believe Texas, Florida, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Louisiana, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi would go for him. In some 
of these, notably Florida, Texas 
and North Carolina, he would 
win by clear-cut votes. In the 
others there would be some meth- 
eds found, either by those em- 
ployed in behalf of the Dixie- 
crats or through manipulating 
electors themselves, to throw the 
states to the general.

This would not apply if the 
nominee should be Senator Taft. 
They respect him, but they do 
not like him and there would be 
no widespread enthusiasm for 
him in the South with the pos- 
sible exception of Florida and 
Texas. 

If he should become the GOP 
nominee, the Southern states, de- 
termined not to support tradi- 
tional Democratic nominees, 
would without doubt set up some 
sort of party such as “The Con- 
stitutional Democratic Party,” 
and make it the state Democratic 
party. They would center on 
some presidential nominee. Sen- 
ator Richard B. Russell’s name is 
currently the one most often 
heard. 

They would not have any idea 
of electing him. But they do 
have real plans, if the situation 
arises, which they believe will 
be strong enough to throw the 
election into the House. There 
they think they can defeat Taft 
and put a compromise candidate 
—maybe Senator Russell—into 
the presidency. 

All this, too, sounds like 
fantasy, but it isn’t. A lot of 
hard-headed, stubborn minds are 
at work on it.

ROME, Italy, Oct. 18—Atlantic 
Pact forces in the Mediterranean 
have reached so high a degree of 
training and ce-erdination that 
they now are in position te cope 
with any naval and air threat 
from potentially hostile powers 
including the USSR.

Asked what he thought of the 
Soviet navy, Carney said: “I don’t 
think they have got anything that 
we can’t stop.

“T don‘t think they are neglect- 
ing it, but there is no great evi- 
dence of their conducting this sort 
of operations,” he said. 

If Russia is training her navy 
“there’s no indication that she is 
doing it on a large scale,” he de- 
clared. “Of course, she is un- 
doubtedly doing it but in a some- 
what restricted area.”

WASHINGTON, D. C.—We must under- 
stand that the situation in Egypt is more 
serious even than that in Iran. To a world 
long weary of crises, the answer to this 
one may seem more than it can accept or 
sustain. 

But having announced in London that 
the NATO extension covers not merely 
Greece and Turkey, but extends to the 
Eastern Mediterranean, including the bases 
of Crete and Cyprus, we must understand 
it may become necessary to send troops 
to those areas. 

We cannot see the Suez Canal in the 
blackmailing hands of a small nation 
going tlarough the throes of hysterical, 
suicidal, nationalistic expansion, however 
understandable that may be. 

King Farouk has long nursed an almost 
psychopathic hatred of the British. It dates 
back to an early period in the war when 
Farouk was playing along with the Nazis 
through a prime minister who was openly 
pro-Hitler. The British had to meet that 
threat, Egypt being the key to the already 
threatened North African toehold. Britain 
gave Farouk an ultimatum which was 
backed by tanks. He capitulated and put 
in a pro-Allied prime minister. 

Since that time he has nursed an un- 
reasoned, if understandable, desire to “get 


even.” Unfortunately, “getting even” would 
destroy other nations and their security 
and it is too expensive a piece of vanity. 

It is to be devoutedly hoped we can 
solve it without force. The day of colonial 
empire is ended. What we are reaping 1s 
the vintage of the grapes of wrath planted 
during the time of colonial controls. No 
people, however small, want to live under 
another’s rule. Once released, there are 
always explosive, fanatical and unwise 
actions. If they did not conflict with the 
time of crisis in which Russia has begun 
possible world aggression in Korea, solu- 
tion would be relatively simple. 

It is not simple. If the Egyptians will 
not agree to some sort of united control, 
we may have to send troops there to assist 
others with the job. 

Americans must keep in mind what we 
would feel and do if the nation through 
which the Panama Canal runs were sud- 
denly to declare its contract ended and to 
say it would take over control and direc- 
tion of the canal, closing it as it chose as 
blackmail and in other coercive maneuvers. 

We must understand that we are com- 
mitted, whether we wish it or not, as a 
part of the family of free nations seeking 
to survive in a grave and fearful period of 


history.—R. M.

Corruption Is Not Being 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A Senate sub- 
committee has declared its findings after 
examining the moral climate of the Con- 
gress and finds that some members of Con- 
gress as well as government officials have 
not followed decent standards of conduct 
while in office. The impeachment was 
somewhat eased, though by no means ex- 
punged, by the further finding that ethical 
standards of public officials are probably 
higher than those prevailing in business 
and other walks of life. 

The committee also laid down recom- 

mendations which would lift the ethical 
quality of Congress, among them being 
the right of a citizen to reply in kind to 
abuse from the immune floor of the Con- 
gress. 
But it was chiefly with morality the 
committee dealt. Addressing the public, 
business and government, it quoted an old 
English quatrain as follows: 


“The law locks up both man and woman 
Who steals the goose from off the common, 
But lets the greater felon loose 

Who steals the common from the goose.”

Does Mr. Taft 
Move Too Fast? 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Robert A. Taft’s for- 

mal announcement for the Republican presi- 

sel ee dential nomination came as about as much of a 

surprise as letting a cat out of a cellophane bag. Everybody knew 
it was there all along. 


There has been little doubt in any quarter about the Ohio sena- 
tor’s intentions for some time. He has been marked down as a 
certain candidate ever since he won re-election last year by a wide 
majority. Another factor which contributed much to his decision 
was the announcement some time ago by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York that he had no further claims to make on the party 
nomination. 


With Dewey out of the race and a wide-open field in front of 
him, there was all the more reason for Senator Taft to feel that an 
opportunity was presented now for him to succeed where he has 
failed twice before. 


All of the senator’s actions during the past six months and 
more have definitely placed him in the role of a candidate. Hence 
his formal declaration occasioned no surprise in Washington. It 
would have been a much bigger news story if he had decided the 
other way, for the reason that his candidacy has been taken 
for granted. 


The Surprise What surprises Washington political circles 

most about his announcement is that it should 
come at this time—nine months in advance of the next Republican 
national convention. The political wisdom of such a move is seri- 
ously questioned by many trained observers. 


For one thing, the effect will be to put Taft out in front as a 
target for a concentrated attack by other potential candidates for 
the GOP nomination. All of the heavy artillery of the opposition 
will now be directed against him. The strategy of his opponents 
will be to unite in beating him down, with the hope of opening 
the way for someone else to win the party prize. 

For another thing, Senator Taft’s announcement will serve to 
open the 1952 preconvention campaign much earlier than usual. 
It will be difficult for him to keep up an ever-increasing tempo 
in his campaign and maintain it right up to the date of the con- 
vention, which comes next July. Ordinarily a presidential can- 
didate does not begin his campaign openly until much later. The 
first of the year would have been soon enough. 

As it is, the Ohio senator finds himself the lone avowed con- 
tender in either major party. There has been a lot of talk about 
many others, but no one has been bold or rash enough to formally 
launch his ship this early. 

The Taft camp is evidently out to press any advantage an early 
announcement offers. But it also stands the risk of moving too 
fast. It will be interesting to see what happens from here on.

Is Taft Leaving lsolationism? 


WASHINGTON—Immediate speculation following Sen. Robert A. Taft’s hardly 
surprising formal announcement of his candidacy for the Republican presidential 
nomination centered on what effect it would have on Gen. Eisenhower, several 


thousand miles away. 


The general’s promoters are yearning for him to say “yes” 


as loudly and clearly as the Ohio senator did. This speculation might well be re- 
versed to inquire what effect the Eisenhower threat, of itself, has had upon Sen. 


Taft. 


That Senator Taft may be edging himself more toward the foreign policy attitude of the general 


and the internationalist wing of the party was at least hinted in his formal announcement and sub- 
sequent elaboration on it. To achieve victory in 1952, he envisaged for his party “a determined for- 
eign policy against the spread of Communism by military aggression or propaganda, including the es- 


tablishment of Korea as a free country and the 
completion of the arming of Western Europe to 
enable it to defend itself against Russian ag- 
gression.” 

This seemed to be an advance for a man who 
originally opposed the North Atlantic Treaty and 
led the quibbling a few months ago about send- 
ing troops to Europe; and he implemented this 
afterward by saying he would hope that Com- 
munism could be pushed back within the borders 
of Russia, and that this could be done without 
war. 


He promised, of course, a frontal attack 
on the judgment in foreign policy matters of 
the Truman Administration, including “the 
fatal mistakes” of building up Communist 

' Russia and the Korean War. But he made a 
concession to the bipartisan foreign policy by 
saying that the overall strategy of both par- 
ties is the same—to prevent the growth of 
communism. He complained that Adminis- 
tration tactics vary from day to day and he 
would have a thorough survey by his party 
of our whole military and foreign aid pro- 
gram to get consistency and reduce the cost 
to protect our own economic stability. 


It would be risky, and premature, to suggest 
the emergence of a “new Taft” on such scrappy 
evidence, for previous Taft “conversions” have 
brought backsliding. It is reported that his forth- 
coming book on foreign policy, due in a few days, 
reveals-a more\internationally minded Taft, which 
would constitute documented proof, since, under 
the circumstances. it will become his campaign 
document.

Welfare Rolls and States’ Rights 


The administration's tax increase bill, which started out at $10,000,000,000, was 
cut to $5,732,000,000, and now apparently is down to nothing due to the surprising 
defeat Tuesday in the House, carries unusual implications for the governments 
of several of the states. Everyone has an interest in the measure, of course, 
for its provisions will find immediate reaction in the individual pocketbook, but 
the State of Indiana, for instance, has an added interest in the bill. The rejected 

legislation carried an amendment providing the individual states could make publie welfare rolls 
without fear of having federal funds cut off. It is with this provision that Indiana is concerned. Sev- 
eral months ago the Indiana Legislature voted to open its relief rolls to public gaze. This action was 
taken despite a Federal Security Agency pro- 
vision that any state taking such action would 
have its federal welfare funds cut off. And 
that is what happened. The United States cut 
Indiana off the relief bandwagon to the tune 
of approximately $16,000,000 yearly. 

For some time the states had been interested 
in cutting their welfare loads, and a number had 
considered taking the action Indiana ultimately 
took. Here in Georgia there had been consid- 
erable legislative agitation for such a move, but 
few states cared to run the msk of losing fed- 
eral funds. 


At the recent governors’ meeting in Gatlin- 
burg, Tenn., the chief executives had all agreed 
it was a fine thing to be able to throw their 
relief rolls open to publicity, and several states 
had indicated such would be done. This plan- 
ning has taken an adverse turn, naturally, in the 
wake of the downfall of the revenue measure. 


Georgia's welfare problem—-ag great as 
anyother state’s, proportionately—has been 
eased somewhat in recent months due te 
strict enforcement of a law passed at the 
recent session of the Assembly. The state 
had moved to make relatives of welfare re- 
cipients more responsible, financially, for 
their kin. This action has eased the situa- 
tion somewhat. °*

The following are ex- 
cerpts from Mrs. Williams’ letter: “The ladies 
are now... engaged in the sad but pleasant 
duty of ornamenting and improving that por- 
tion of the city cemetery sacred to the mem- 
ory of our gallant Confederate dead, but we 
feel it is an unfinished work unless a day be 
set apart annually for its especial attention.

By Visiting Nurse Service 


The grey-haired couple, living in a housing project, were 
managing to get along somehow on social security checks. 
That is, until the distinguished looking old man suffered a 


paralytic stroke a year ago. 
Suddenly their meager means 
were insufficient to meet the needs 
of a bedridden invalid. He needed 
many things, including nursing 
eare. But there was little money to 
pay for food and medicine, let 
alone to pay for a trained nurse. 
The doctor told them about the 
Visiting Nurses Association—a Red 
Feather agency, endorsed by the 
Fulton County Medical Society. 


Two and three times a week for 
@ year, this helpless man has been 
visited by registered nurses from 
the VNA. They give him hed baths, 
change the linen on his bed and 
expertly perform the many little 
sick room chores that help make 
him more comfortable. 

What is more, they have taught 
his wife how to attend to many of 
his needs, and along with their 
gentle care they have brought into 
the sick room as atmosphere of 
friendliness and cheer. 


The cost? Not one single dime 
to this particular couple or to 
others like them in financial stress. 

This is but one example of the 
service rendered by the Visiting 
Nurses Association in metropolitan 
Atlanta — from Brookhaven to 
Hapeville and Adamsville to 
Decatur. 

There are seven_ graduate 
registered nurses in the VNA— 
five white and two Negro. These 
nurses average seven calls a day 
each to sick persons in Atlanta 
homes. 

Although they often are 
swamped with work, no call is 
left unanswered. No home is too 
humble for these angels of mercy 
to visit. They minister to young 
and and old, rich and poor, re-. 
gardiess of race or creed. They 
care for the acutely and chronically 
ill as well as for short term pa-. 
tients. Nor are persons with con- 
tagious diseases turned down when 
they need care.

The revision entailed the annual 
loss of about $68,000,000 in pro- 
spective new revenue as compared 
with the rejected bill. There was 
no change in a provision for in- 
creasing the 18 percent withhold- 
ing tax on wages and salaries to 
about 20 percent. 

Among other revisions approved 
by the conferees was a rise to 26 
percent in the 25 percent maxi- 
mum tax on long-term capital 
gains for individuals and corpora- 
tions. This was calculated to vield 
$28,000,000 annually. It would be 
effective next Jan. 1 for calen- 
dar-year taxpayers. 

Also accepted was a proposal 
to make retroactive to July 1 a 
provision stiffening the primary 
formula for calculating excess 
profits taxes. The effective date 
was next Jan. 1 under the first 
‘compromise bill.

The sense of delight in the privilege of living isn’t dependent 
upon one specific relationship, for adults. Where one sustaining 
relationship ends fatefully, another is already shaping up in God's 
plan for the openhearted individual, whether or not the potentials 
have dawned on him (or her) yet. And probably this is your 
trouble at present—you don’t really “see” Mike, thus miss the 
deep contentment that true companionship with him might bring, 
because of trying tensely to return psychologically to the outworn 
past.—M. H.

man for their Royal Highnesses, 
the Princess Elizabeth and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

Mrs. James M, Helm, White 
House social secretary, made 
this announcement of one more 


function for the royal pair. She 
said that this reception will in- 
clude all members of the Presi- 
dent’s cabinet and their wives 
and all judges of the Supreme 
Court and their wives. Mrs. 
Helm declined to indicate fure- 
ther who would be in this ex- 
clusive guest list made necessary 
by the relatively small size of 
Blair-Lee House. 

All social functions will in- 
clude, on Oct. 31, the welcome 
at the National Airport, the Ho- 
tel Statler reception by Wash- 
ington press and radio corre- 
spondents, and the dinner and 
reception at Blair House.

The association believes you 
can then be sure the child gets 
his information elsewhere. Cas- 
ually, a parent might lead into 
the subject of sex. A conversa- 
tion such as “Isn’t it nice that 
Aunt Marjorie is going to have 
a baby? Where do you suppose 
she is going to get {t?” will bring 
out the extent of the child’s 
knowledge, as well as an indi- 
cation of his attitude to the sub- 
ject. 

Is it a good idea to teach chil- 
dren through selected books 
about sex? 

No. There is no book that 
can substitute for a parent’s in- 
terest and influence. No child 
achieves a suceessful knowledge 
of health through books alone 
... or any other important issue 
of life. Sex education should 
definitely come through infor- 
mation from the child’s parents,

“It surely was a sad sight, watching them haul all that cham- 
pagne back to the baggage car after Jackie Robinson hit his home 
run. You know, we never did have a party to celebrate it. We were 
too husy trying to win and trying to get ready for the Yankees.” 

The Yankees, of course, are a good team. They are world’s 
champions. But are they as good as the Dodgers? 


“Well, they're a different kind of team, for one thing. But 
they're not as tough as the Dodgers, man for man. Those 
Dodgers have got more balance than any team I ever saw. 
There's no breather in their batting order, except for the pitcher. 


“When you're pitching to the Yankees you're careful with 
DiMaggio and Berra and McDougald and Mize and Brown, but you 
can breathe a little when Coleman and Rizzuto and Woodling and 
Collins are up. You don’t worry about them hitting the. long ball 
that'll beat you, I mean. But Furillo, Hodges, Snider, Robinson, 
Reese, Pafko, Cox and Campanella—man, any, one can ruin you.”

Hearn and the Giants were one in lamentation of what will 
be known to them as “Gloomy Sunday.” 

“That rainy day cost us the World Series,” he said firmly, “no 
doubt about it. It gave Reynolds another day’s rest, else he'd had to 
have gone with two days between starts. On the other hand, I’m 
sure the delay cost Maglie some of his sharpness. I’m sure wed 
have won that day, and that would have made up 3 and 1. The 
Yankees couldn’t have caught us then.”

After tonsillectomy 
they have no great concern 
about portions of tonsil tissue 
remaining in the throat—that 
is, not unless some other doc- 
tor removed the tonsils. 

The truth is that in spite o* 
all the brave talk about “get- 
ting all of the tonsil” the crude 
operation called tonsillectomy is 
incomplete in most instances. 
That is to say, no matter who 
removes the tonsils or what 
method or technique the oper- 
ator uses, some portions of ton- 
sil tissue remain intact after 
the operation. Perhaps this is 
fortunate for the victim. There 
is some scientific evidence. to 
support the belief that the 
lymphoid, round-cell, adenoid 
or tonsil tissue has certain func- 
tions, one which is defensé 
against invasion by disease 
germs.

Rules for Confirmation Submitted 


But Success Not Guaranteed

Although Chester Bowles of 


Connecticut and Ambassador Philip Jessup of New York 


have had trouble in getting 


confirmed by the Senate in 


recent days, most observers here believe that confirmation 
can be achieved by paving attention to a few simple rules. 


Among these are the following: 
1. Be sure your are for the 
things that are going to be popu- 
lar six or seven years from now. 

2. Don’t join anything, ever. 

3. Don't let vour wife join any- 
thing either. 

4. Don’t get involved in foreign 
affairs questions at all if yor 
can help it. If vou can’t help it, 
back the Monroe Doctrine and 
the Open Door Policy and be 
against Communism. 

5. If vou must have political 
convictions about foreign policy 
questions (which is not recom- 
mended), make sure the President 
sends your nomination to Capitol 
Hill at a time when your con- 
victions are popular. 

§. Be suspicious of the British. 
And if vou know what they're up 
to today in Northern Rhodesia, 
all the better. 


DON’T WRITE BOOKS 

7. Don't write books. 

.&. Master various cliches which 
fre popular on Capitol Hill, in- 
eluding the following: 

*A. Iam for adequate defense 
but we must not spend ourselves 
into bankruptcy. 

*“B. I am for helping other 
€dintries but thev must first prove 
that thev are helping themselves. 
“Cc. America cannot defend the 
whole world. 

D. Communism is merely So- 
elalism in a hurry and I hate both 
from the depths of mv soul.

Acheson lashed out at the State 
Department's critics in a brief ad- 
dress at a ceremony where honor 
awards were given to 161 out- 
standing emplovees. 

“These attacks tear down the 
confidence of the country in the 
structure of Government,” he said. 
“They are evil.” 

Acheson said he likes to be 
criticized by his colleagues or “by 
eAnvyone who knows what he is 
talking about.” 

But, he said, the present attacks 
are “not decent expressions of 
American public opinion” because 
they are aimed at tearing down

For example, a man who opposed 
recognition of the USSR through- 
out the 1930’s is in clover, and 
anvbody who favored letting the 
Germans and the Russians destroy 
one another in 1941 would have 
no trouble with the Senate at all. 

Nevertheless, one cannot vouch 
even for those potential nominees 
who have the gift of prophecy 
and the rules listed here must be 
regarded. merely as policy guid- 
ance. There is a popular story in 
Washington that illustrates’ the 
point.

Pork Shoulder 
Good Fresh 


Pork shoulder butt is better 
known to many cooks as bone- 
less smoked shoulder butt or 
Cottage Roll, but it is well worth 


‘ trying in its fresh form. In some 


sections of the country, fresh 
shoulder butt is known as Bos- 
ton Butt and your meat dealer 
may recognize your request 
more readily by that name. 
Fresh shoulder butt is square or 
triangular in shape. 

Like all pork, fresh pork butt 
requires thorough cooking. 

Buy a 3-to-4-pound fresh pork 
shoulder butt. 

Wipe meat with clean, damp 
eloth. Season with salt and pep- 
per. Place roast, fat side up, on 
rack in open roasting pan. In- 
sert thermometer through out- 
side fat into center of thickest 
muscle so bulb does not rest on 
bone or fat. Do not cover or 
baste. Roast in slow oven, 325 
degrees, 45-50 minutes per 
pound, or until meat thermom- 
igo — 185 degrees. Yield: 


32 servings per pound. 


garnish trick. Sugar and cin- 
namon-coated pastry pumpkins 
rested pertly on the top of every 
pumpkin tart.
